W ednesday and about I p m 
F riday, included approxim ately four inches of 
rain triggered Thursday night by a cold front 
moving southeast across the county.

Total value of new construction begun in 
Georgetown during 1976 jum ped above the $3 
million m ark last month 


According to the City Building Inspection 
D epartm ent, 
$1,575,341 
worth of 
new 
con­ 
struction was authorized during April, 
the 
highest monthly tally since last May, bringing 
the total for 1976 to $3,061,204. 


The April total included a $1,128,000 renovation 
of Southwestern U niversity’s adm inistration 
building, 
construction 
of 
a 
new, 
$99,991 
m unicipal sub fire station, and ll new home 
sta rts within the city lim its, valued together at 
$315,350. 
So far this year, 84 new single-family homes 
have been started in Georgetown and its outlying 
subdivisions. Eighteen of the homes have been 
located outside the city lim its, while 56 have been 
located within the city. The 56 in Georgetown are 
valued at a total of $1,716,350. 
LAST 
MONTH 
the 
Building 
D epartm ent 
recorded construction sta rts on six new homes 
outside the city as well as the ll approved for 
construction within town. Of the total 17 new 
homes begun last month, seven are to be located 
in San Gabriel Heights, five in Serenada E states, 
and one each in Oak Crest Riverside, the 
W illiams addition, the Urban Renewal addition, 
the Country Club V addition, and the Quail 
Meadows I addition. 
During 1975, the city approved construction of 
71 new homes in Georgetown, 66 in 1974, and 73 in 
1973. 
Besides the SU renovation, new fire station, and 
new homes, the April new construction total 
included $32,000 worth of additions or alterations 
to hom es within the city. In M arch, the Building 
D epartm ent approved $509,965 worth of new

They got a taste of two party 
politics in the presidential 
primary, and some members of 
the GGP. notably supporters of 
President Ford, didn’t like it 
Some of the losers are 
complaining that conservative 
Democrats — especially former 
supporters of Alabama Gov 
George Wallace — crossed over 
and voted for former California 
Gov Ronald Reagan 
Harris County GOF Chair­ 
man Ray Barnhart, who was 
one of the movers and shakers 


in the Reagan Texas campaign 
is more than a little upset about 
that kind of talk 
"They are trying to minimize 
their defeat. 
Barnhart said 
He 
noted 
that 
Wallace 
received 270.798 votes in the 
Dem ocratic 
presidential 
primary, and allows that some 
of the governor s supporters 
may have voted for Reagan but 
the turnout was certainly not 
overwhelming 
‘ Reagan got votes from 
people in all walks of life." 
Barnhart said, “ and that just 
proves what we have been 
saying all along — that he has 
tremendous support in 
both 
rural and urban areas." 
As for complaints that con­ 
servative Democrats voted in 
the GOP primary. Barnhart 
added that the 
Republicans 
have to draw those voters into 
their elections to be a legitimate 
two party challenger in Texas 
Nationwide, the COP boasts 
fewer than 20 per cent of all 
registered voters as members 
of the Republican Party. 
So with a record Texas 
primary vote of 419.406. the 


voters had to come from

watermelon, carrot, cucumber, honeydew, green pepper, 
and onion. 


It's fresh fruit and vegetable time in Texas. Now is the 
time to get ready to enjoy it. 


Cantaloupe halest, for example, is expected to be 
underway this week n the R o Grande Valley, while rn the 
Laredo area the crop is making good progress, in the Winter 
Garden area, plant ng s finished. 


Watermelons are expected to be coming from South 
'Texas this month. Seeding is in progress in the eastern part 
; of the state and p anting will also be underway on the High 
. Plains this month. 


Tomato harvest in the Valley is making progress. 
Elsewhere, planting is moving along; some plants had to be 
replanted due to freeze damage rn Central Texas. Field 
setting is active in both East and North Texas and planting 
should be in progress on the High Plains. 


A small crop of honeydews has been planted in the 
Laredo area this season. Harvest should be moving along 
now. The majority of the crop will be grown in the Valley 
and it is making good growth 


Harvest of the green pepper crop is also underway in 
the stata. The majority of the crop is in the Valley. Only a 
small acreage is expected rn the San Antonio-Winter Garden 
area.

WASHINGTON - The Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service is asking 
some questions about the late 
Howard Hu#ies The answers 
will determine what will happen 
to his $2 billion empire 
Here are the questions Was 
Hughes competent during his 
final years? Did he run his own 
financial empire0 Or did his as­ 
sociates make the multimillion- 
doliar decisions for him0 Was 
any of his money diverted im­ 
properly into the wrong hands0 
We don’t have the answers, 
but we have uncovered some 
fascinating clues 
The late billionaire was 
bedridden for the last two and a 
half years He was flown into 
Acapulco on February ll after 
elaborate, advance arrange­ 
ments for his arrival Local offi­ 
cials were bribed not to check 
his party too closely We learned, 
for example, of one $5,000 bribe 
and a request for another $5,000 
bribe We don t know if the sec­ 
ond payment was made 
Hughes was limp. with his 
arms dangling, when he arm ed 
He was unable to sign papers 
during hts 52-day stay. His sig­ 
nature on his Mexican tourist 


card w as forged 
This is important, because it 
raises a quesuon about any re­ 
cent documents bearing his 
name Handwriting experts will 
have to verify carefully whether 
his signatures are fake or fraud 
We also made a strange dis­ 
covery in Acapulco. The story 
was put out that Hughes paid 
$10,000 a w eek for the penthouse 
of the Princess Hotel. It included 
the presidential suite. Roman 
baths, a board room and 
bedrooms with velvet-covered 
w alls. But Hughes was confined 
in Room 2012 This. astonishingly. 
was the smallest, least imposing, 
poorest located room in the com­ 
plex H ls aides got the fancier 
rooms, w ith the* .seaside view 
The day after Hughes was 
flown to Houston, the Mexican 
authorities showed up at the 
hotel to question the aides who 
had been left behind They en­ 
countered an aide named Clyde 
(row in the lobby 
He im­ 
mediately telephoned the 
penthouse and made a strange 
statement 
Wash your hands," 
he told his associates, "and come 
on dow n. 
The police1 suspected that the 
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remark. "Wash your hands," 
was some kind of signal. By the 
tim e they reach ed the 
penthouse, they found three 
plastic bags stuffed with shred­ 
ded documents.

N et the auditor s report states 
that the UTT AS weighs too 
much, which keeps it from 
hovering satisfactorily 
It also 
vibrates too much 
But its the cost figures that 
listurb us the most Back in 


1971. the Pentagon promised that 
the I IT.AS would be 17 per cent 
less expensive to operate than 
the UH-1 helicopter, which it is 
supposed to replace. Now the 
latest figures show that the 
IT T AS will be about 25 per cent 
more expensive to operate than 
the UH-1. 
.Although the UTT .AS is going 
to cost the taxpayers at least $54 
million more than the original 
projections. Congress is expected 
to go ahead with the appropria­ 
tion Congressmen who deliver 
loud speeches against the waste 
of paperclips sometimes defend 
the most extravagant weapons.

Parents express concern for drug problem 


Concerned parents met with 
Liberty Hill school trustees 
Monday night to discuss two 
problems — drugs and hazing — 
which have recently surfaced in 
the Liberty Hill schools. 
Parents expressed a strong 
desire for school officials to do 
something about the problem 
School administrators said they 
were attempting to handle the 
situation in the best possible 
manner, but could not accuse 
someone of possessing or 
smoking marijuana without 
evidence. 
Administrators also pointed 
out that the schools only had the 
children about eight hours a day 
and only had control over them 
during that time. The parents 
promised to back the ad­ 
ministration in any way. 
“ One of my daughters is 
afraid to come to school, 
because there is a small group 
of children harassing my girls, 
destroying their clothes and 
books.

'If my child was on drugs I 
would want to know, so I could 
help him break this habit. 


'No student should be afraid 
to attend school because of 
harassment or physical harm,’’ 
she continued. “ We need more 
and closer discipline."

grass planting under way 


Weather conditions during the 
past month have been ideal for 
grass planting and replenishing 
stock water. 
Bertie Robinson of the Andice 
Community has just recently 
completed a farm pond and it 
should be full of water. Patrick 
O'Malley of the 
Hopewell 
Community has constructed a 
new pit-type pond. 
People who have planted 
grass should have good success 
this spring. William Drake, who 
ranches near Green ’s Corner in 
the northwestern part of the 


county, has planted King Ranch 
bluestem. John Warren, in the 
same community, planted 43 
acres of kleingrass. Dr. Mac 
Brannen, who ranches six miles 
northwest

Unemployment presents major 
mental health problem to many 


Prolonged unemployment can 
be more than a pain in the 
pocketbook. It can cause 
depression, anger and even sex­ 
ual impotence in some people, 
according to the Texas Medical 
Association. 
Some social psychologists say 
unemployment is one of the 
nation’s major mental health 
problems. About 283,400 Texans 
are unemployed, according to 
the most recent Texas Employ­ 
ment Commission statistics. 
A recent study outlined in 
"Today s Health" magazine 
shows that people often rely on 
their jobs for a sense of identity 
and self-worth. A job even gives 
people a sense of time since 
they must function on some 
type of set schedule. 
Work can give people status, 
a sense of independence and a 
means of contact with society. 
“ Lack of work, especially for a 
male, puts him in a psy­ 
chological 
no-mans-land," 
says the study's author, Hannah 
Levin. Ph.D., a New York psy­ 
chology professor. 
Dr. Levin says these feelings 
of helplessness can cause sex­ 
ual problems and medical com­ 
plaints and can encourage 


criminal behavior. 
Sometimes people, attemp­ 
ting to relieve their feelings, 
strike out in anger at the 
nearest object. Some turn to 
alcohol or other drugs. Others 
flee to schools, hospitals or 
other institutionalized settings. 
Obviously the best cure for 
the ills of unemployment is get­ 
ting a job. But it is equally ob­ 
vious this can be very difficult. 
One psychiatrist suggests 
people work off their anger by 
participating in sports and 
other physical activities. Ex­ 
pending anger in physical ac­ 
tivity can keep stress from be­ 
ing internally disabling or ex­ 
ploding destructively.
